Washington, December %3.—(Special.)— 
Irom current gossip about the president's 
message, which will be sent to congress 
tomorrow. the south may expeet very lit- 
tle sop being thrown to it. Mr. Clevecand 
may recomipend the repeal of the state bank 
tax or the extension of the mwational bank- 
ing laws, in order to allow currency to be 
issued by banks on other securities than 
government bonds. Men who oppose the 
repeal of the state bank tax say a clause 


advocating its repeal is S° urely in the lIes- 


sage. Mr. Cleveland will have quite a 
lengthy paragraph in this message on the 
subject of an income tax. He is against an 
pndividual income tax and will 
SO speak out, but wil advo- 
cate the levy of a tax 
ivgq mes of corporstions. Senators and 
members, as a rule, do not agree with bim 
in this policy, but it seems that Mr. Cleve- 
land has determined upon it, and expects 
to shove it through the ways and menns 
committee. On this very thing there may 
be a revolt against the president. Though 
congress was dictated to by the president 
in the silver contest, the members are be- 
ginning to hump their backs and hiss when 
the administration lash of dictation falls 
upon them, and a revolt may be expectcy 
at any moment. Still, for the southern 
members to fight, would be almost useless. 
It would be like boxing with a buzz-saw. 
If Mr. Cleveland opposes an income tax, 
he will have enough northern democratic 
congressmen with him who will combine 
with the republicans and defeat it, and in 
the same way it is with the state bank tax. 
The republicans are solid against jts repeal. 
If Mr. Cleveland says don’t repeal it, 
enough northern democrats will go with 
him to combine with the republicans and 
defeat ‘it.

CASH INCREASED. 


{twas Something Less than a Half iDollar 
Per Capita. 

Washington, . December 3.—The annual 
report of the comptroller of the currency, 
which will be subuxitted to congress, is more 
brief than the report usually mrade by that 
oflicer. It differs from former reports in 
that no tables appear in the body of the 
text. 

It shows 3.796 national banks to have 
been in operation at the close of the report 
year with a*ecapital stock of $697,558,120, 
represented by 
300.000 shareholders. 

Alt 'the last report of condition, the total 
resources of the banks, then in operation, 
were $3,109,563,284.36. 

The total amount of circulation was on 
October 31st, $209,511,993, net increase 
during the year of $35,886,972. 

During the year 119 banks were organiz 


ed in thirty-two staltes and territories with 


a capital stock of $11,230,000 distributed 
as follows: 

l‘orty-four with a capital stock of $5,135,- 
000 in the eastern ‘states; forty-one with 
a capital stock of $2,340,000, west of the 
the Mississippi river, and thirty-four with 
a capital stock of $3,755,000 in the cenitral 
and southern states. 

164% -*uks Ciosed Their Doors. 

Within the same period 158 banks sus- 
pended with a capital stock of $30,300,000. 
Of this number eighty-six with 4 capital 
siock of $18,205,000 resumed, and sixty- 
five passed into the hands of receivers, with 
a capital $10,885,000. 

At the close of the year seven remained 
in the charge of examiners, peuding resump- 
tion.

The suspension of national banks during 
the year is discussed and also that of re- 
sumption. Upon the question of resump- 
tion the comptroller says: “With a full 
knowleiige of the general] solvency of these 
institutions:and the causes which brought 
alout their suspension, 
augurated of giving all banks, 
ordinary circumstances would not have 
closed, and whose managenient has been 
honest, an opportunity to resume business.” 
This policy was one which seemed to aom- 
mend itself to the comptroffer as proper to 
pursue under the circumstances and it 
is believed the results have justified the 
experiment of dts adoption, 

Clearine House t ertificates. 

The matter. of clearing house loan cer- 
tifitates is briefly discussed. Upon this 
subject ‘the comptroller says, briefily stated: 
They were temporary loans made by tthe 
banks in each City issuing them, associated 
together as a clearing house association 
to the members wf such* association, and 
were available to such banks only for the 
purpose of settling balances due from and 
to each other, these balances under normal 
conditions of business being always settled 
in doin or currency.

Bearing upton the question of what «on- 
stitute a hawful money reserve, the comp- 
roller says: After an analysis of the prp- 
visions of the law, in any view of the mat- 
ter, the intent of the law is to 
compel a bank to h»ld always on hand 
a very moderate proportion of the money 
deposited with it for safe keeping by the 
depositors, who practically make a loan to 
the bank payable on demand, for the use 
of which he ordinarily receives no interest. 
The entire effect is to exercise: a wholesome 
restraint upon too imprudent. an extension 
of business by a bank; and that this jnient 
recognized as an underlying pvinmple 
safe and conservative commercial bank- 
ing is evidenced by the fact that ihose 
banks which are compelled by law to main- 
tain but 15 per cent reserve, ‘have volunta- 
rily for years past beld an average of over 
25 per cent, the proportion required for 


banks located in reserve cities. 
Amendments Kecon:smended. 


The following amendments are recom- 
mended: 

1. That every association may issue c.reulat- 
ing notes equal to the par value of the bonds 
deposited. 

2. That the semi-annual duty-on circucation 
be so reduced as to equal one-fourth of 1 per 
cent per annum.

7. Thar bank examiners be required to take 
an oath of office before entering wpon the dis- 
charge of their duties and to give a bond in 
such amount and with such sureties.as tue 
comptroller of the currency may require. 

8. That the commrolier of the currency with 
the approval of the secretary of the treasury 
be empowered fo appoint two general examin. 
ers of conspicuous ab.lity and experience to ve 
paid out of the reimbursement funds, whose 
duiy it shail be to visit, assist and supervise 
the various examiners in their several ds- 
tricts in order to secure uniformity in method 
aml greater efficiency in work. 

9. That the iaw be so amended a's to pro- 
vide that the conypensalt.on of ail bank exam- 
iners be fixed by the comptrolLer of the cur- 
remcy with ihe approval of the secretary of the 
tremvury . 

The question of loans to directors is dis- 
cussed and a distinction drawn between the 
directors who are merely directors and 
these who constitute the executive officers 
of the bank and are paid by the bank for 
thair services. 


WORK THAT IS WAIT.NG. 


The Organization of the Extra Session Facil- 
itates Business at This One, 
Washington, December 3.—The extra ses- 
sion disposed of all the preliminaries gen- 
erally necessary at the opening of long ses- 
sions, consequently there w.ll be none of the 
wsual réasons why congress may not begin 
business promptly upon convening tomorrow. 
The committees of both the senate and 
house having been appointed at the beginning 
of the extra session, reported many bills, 
which are now on the calendars of the two 
houses and in position to be considered when 
it shall be the pleasure of the members to 
take them up. There are between fifty and 
siaty bills and resolutions on the senate cal- 
endar, so that it can begin legislating imme- 
diately after the receipt of the -presideut’s 
message, if such a course should be deemed 
desirable, A large majority of these bills are 
of minor importance und relate to private 
pensions and other claims against the govera- 

ment for small amounts. 

These will be disposed of with dispatch in 
a majority of instances when taken up. Many 
of the resolutions refer to subjects which 
were incidental to the siiver repeal bill, and

GOOD HIGH STAKES. 


Virginia’s Political Leaders Are Ranning 
an Interesting Senatorial Race. 


LEE AND MARTIN ARE IN THE LEAD 


Eppa Hunton Will Be Re-elected 
for the Short Term. 


FITZ HUGH IS THE PEOPLE'S CHOICE 


& 
Thomas Martin, However,Is a Fine Or- 
gan‘z:r,and Has His Forces Well in 
Hand—Candidates forthe Bench. 


Richmond, Va., December 3.—(Speciaz.)— 
The session of the Virginia legislature, 
which will commence on Wednesduy next, 
will be the most important in the history 
of the state since the democrats reclaimed 
the different branches of the government 
from Mahone. Of the officers elected by 
the Mahone legislature only the five judges 
of the court of appeals remain and the suc- 
cessors of these are now to be chosen 

Of course interest naturally centers in 
the selection of a United States senator for 
the unexpired term of the late John 35. 
Barbour and one for the full term, begin- 
ning March 4, 1895. It is conceded «qery- 
where that General Eppa Hunter, the ap- 
pointee of Governor McKinney, wil? be 
chosen for the short erm. Tor the long 
term the contest promises to be one of the 
most exciting ever witnessed in Virginia. 

General Fitzhugh Lee and Mr. Thomas 
S. Martin, a well-known. lawyer, of Sceotts- 
ville, are admittedly in the lead and are rub- 
ning closely together. 

Maria ’a tompact Organism. 

Mr. Martin, while known to comparative- 
ly few persons outside of Virginia and inti- 
inately to not a very large number within 
the bounds of the state, is one of the 
shrewdest politicians in Virginia and has 
few superiors in the country. His capac- 
ity for handling men is equaled by that of 
only such persons ag Senators Gorman and 
Hil and probably a few others. 

Kor ten years or more Mr. Marfin has 
been actively engaged in every campaign 
as an adviser of the democratic chairman 
and aiding in mapping out the plans of or- 
ganization. It has been said by some that 
he was the power behind the throne during 
the years that the late Senator Barbour 
was the official head of the party in this 
state. During the last few .months a 
story has been going the rounds) to the ef- 
fect that Senator Barbour never took any 
important step without first having con- 
sulted the Scottsville attorney, either in 
person or by telegraph. 

Mr. Martin hag never, so far as the 
general public is aware, attempted to make 
a stump speech. Some of those opposed 
to him claim also that he is an exceedingly 
poor writer. Mr. Martin’s friends do not 
deny this, but point with more or less pride 
to the fact that another citizen of Albe- 
marle, a great many years ago, who finally 
reached the highest office within the gift 
of the people of his country, aiso was a 
failure as a public speaker and was not a 
fluent writer, though he was the author of 
the declaration of independence. 

Mr. Martin has effected an organization 
that is believed to be one of the most com: 
pact that ever existed in the interest of 
any applicant for office in Virginia. He 
has been exceedingly fortunate in selecting 
as his lieutenants mostly etrong, active 
and capable young men. who are giving 
freely of their time in his service. 

Fitz the Popular Choice. 

Fitz Lee is, of course, known everywhere 
as a gallant confederate soldier, a jovial, 
Whole-souled gentleman and Virginia’s 
most popular ex-governor. He is not re- 
garded as aegood politician. He is no 
doubt the choice of the masses of the peo- 
ple of Virginia and would have easily won 
had the election been by popular vote. 
but his forces have not been so well man- 
iged as those of Mr. Martin, and¢while 
his friends say he will be chosen for the 
full term, fheyv are ee not alto- 
gether as confident as the Martinites. 

General Hunton and his friends can see 
no good reason why this aspirant should 
not be chosen for both the long and the 
short term. ‘Mhne senator’s son, Eppa Hun- 
ton, Jr., a young lawyer and politician of 
donsiderabio note in the eci¢hth eo 
sional district, will be in the house from 
I’auquier Gounty, and will have personal 
charge of his father’s forees. Hunton’s 
friends have great faith in his staying 
qualities and believe that he will ultjmately 
win. Governor MelKinney, ex-Congressman 
John Gaode and Major ‘Holmes Conrad, 
one of the assistants to the attorney gen- 
eral of the United States, are what might 
be termed dark horse candidates. They 
are not making any effort just at pres- 
ent to get votes and are trying to keep on 
good terms With Lee. Martin and Hunton 
in the hepe of becoming heir to their fol- 
lowings in the event of a deadlock. The 
three leading candidates will probably 
vpen headquarters here early in the week, 
when the contest will become exciting, 
indeed. 2 

Contests for State Offices, 

There are numerous aspirants for some 
of the state offices to be filled by the leg- 
islature, but at present it lavks as though 
all the incumbents will be re-elected, with 
the possible exception of the sec retary of 
the commonwealth, who may be defeated 
by ex-State Senator Joseph T. Lawless, 
of Portsmouth, who is a warm personal 
and political friend of Governor-elect 
O'Ferrall. 

There are probably twenty candidates 
for the bench of the court of appeais, but 
the situation is so much clouded at present 
that no one could predict With any degree 
of certainty who will be chosen for either 
of the five geographical divisions of the 
state.

YAN ALEN DECLINES. 


He Could Not Stand the Racket and 
Throws Up the Job. 


THERE .WAS 100 MUCH RIDICULE 


Mr. Cleveland Is Relieved of a 
Great Embarrassment.

Bot That Was Formal, and There Is No

Naw York. December 3.—(Special.)— J

as ambassador to-Italy. This was quite a 
surprise. <A bitter fight was made on him 
after the appointment and it was not until 
almost ithe last hour of the extra session 
that the senate did confirm him.

The ridicule tha't was heaped upon Mr. 
Cleveland’s selection was gall and worm- 
wood to both the presidert and Van Alen. 
To make matters worse, two of Mr. Cleve- 
kland’s personal and inuch beloved mug- 
wunmp fricnds, Horace White, of The 
Evening Post, of this city, and Richard 
Watson Gilder, editor of The Century 
Magazine, begged the president to recall 
the nomination and offered to raise $50,000 
to repay Mr. Van Alen the amount which 
he was out of pocket and which it was said 
he would very much regret having given if 
he was not to get an office. 

The administration organs, with an ocea- 
sional exception here and there, could not 


edefend the appointment very ‘heartily. A 


few of the patronage organs waded into 
the defense up to their necks. 

It istow rumored that there was a quiet 
understanding before the senate confirmed 
him that Van Alen would decline, other- 
wise his nomination would probably have 
been held up as Hornblower’s was.

Colambus Wants the River Improvements 
on a Big Scale. 


SHE WOULD LIKE TO GET A LARGE SUM 


City Politics Has Been Mixed by the HRes- 
ignation of Alderman Phillips—He 
Was Opposed to Mayor Slade. 


Columbus, Ga,, December 3.—(Special.)— 
Columbus is very much interested now in im- 
proving the Chattahoochee river below here. 

The report of the chief of engineers, re- 
rently sulanitted, embraces the report of 
Captain Philip M. Price, of Montgomery, Ala., 
who Mas charge of the Improvement of 
vivers and harbors in the district of western 
Georgia and Florida and eastern Alabama. 

In this report Captain Price makes recom- 
mendations to congress for appropriations. 
In his recommendations he asks for $100,000 
for the Chattahoochee river below Columbus, 
which is in great need of improvement. 

This is the largest appropriation that has 
ever been asked for the Chattahoochee, and 
has stirred Columbus up. . 

Much was accomplished with the last ap- 
propriation, which was about $25,000, but 
Captain Thomas Robinson, the engincer in 
charge of improvements on the Chattahoochee, 
Flint and Apalachicola rivers, in published in- 
terviews in The Enquirer-Sun, has already 
shown the very urgent need of the work and 
a great deal of it, and neccessarily-more money 
with which to carry it on. 

During the recent drought the steamers 
navigated with exceeding difficulty and would 
frequently come in twenty or twenty-four 
hours late. 

The possibility of getting such a large ap- 
rropriation has brought this city to a realiza- 
tion of the splendid condition in which the 
river could be put with the amount, and the 
citizens here are going to work to push the 
appropriation for ail that it is worth. 

Captain William R. Moore, one of the 
most prominent and most largely interested 
river and steamboat men here, is enthusiastic 
over the recommendation and makes a sug- 
gestion which no doubt will be acted upon. 
He wants the board of trade to weet and seud 
‘a committee of three prominent and influen- 
tial citizens to Washington, whose duty it 
shall be to lay the whole needs of this river 
before the committee on rivers and 
harbors, and beg of them to secure 
the recommended appropriation, Captain Moore 
believes that it could be accompl.shed in this 
way. 

The Chattahoochee river does an 
mable amount for Columbus.

Birmingham, Ala.. December 3.—(Spe- 
cial. )—Birmingham rapidly getting on 
top again. The improvement jn business 
conditions in this city and section in the 
past sixty days, and especially in the past 
furtmight, is remarkable. 

About October Ast it looked as though 
starvation was staring us in the face, 
Three-fourths of our furnaces were idle 
and ‘those in operatidn were running at a 
minimum output. The mines were m= stly 
closed dewn and ¢hose that were not were 
just barely running. of the indus 
tries as Were in operation were not paying 
their hands exeept with commissary checks, 
good only at the’ company’s stores. There 
were no paydays from June Ist to October 
Ist. There were thousands of idie work- 
men wao were willing, but who could not 
find work. Naturally there was considera- 
ble suffering among this class of people. 

And the business men of the city were 
every bit.as blue. The bank would not 
allow the depositors to draw out any money, 
but paid checks with clearing house cer- 
tificates, which passed as currency in the 
city. Many of our rich men had to quit 
riding on the street cars and wa.k to 
and from their residemces on the south 
and north hich'ands, in some cases tw 
miles away, because they ‘could not com- 
mand a ready nickel, and many a good old

her customary $10 per month. Business 
fell off to such an. extent with the mer- 
chants that they demanded and received 
in almost every instance a substantial re- 
duction of their rents. 

About ‘the middle wf October things began 
to look up a little.

A Young Man Enters a Woman's Bedroom 
xvd Gets Five ullet« in His Be dv. 

Nashville, Tenn., December o.—(Special.) 
Mrs. Jobku Writesman, a middle-aged lady, 
living on North Summer street, early this 
morning shot William Malone, a white man, 
about twenty-five years of age, five times, 
fatally wounding him.

Despite 
his wounds the man escaped from the house 
and went away, leaving his pants on the 
floor. 

The matter was not reported to the po- 
lice until this morning when the woman 
said she did not know the man, but had 
seen him with a carpenter, named Malone, 
who fived near her. The polite took his 
description and went to Malone’s house,

The Legislature Has to Pass on Them in 
South Carolina. 

Columbia, S. C., December 5.—(Special.) 
Divorees and the Augusta exposition fur- 
nished the principal subject of legislative 
considered yesterday.

SUPPOSED TO BE UNINTENTIONAL 


He Wasin Charge of the Kimball House

From an overdose of morphine, admin- 
istered by his own hand, during a supposed 
paroxyém of suffering, clever, genial-heart- 
ed John G. Miller breathed his last yester- 
day ufternoon, at 6 o'clock, at his home, 
No. 71 Crew street. 

This announcement will be in the nature 
of a severe shock to the many friends of 
Mr. Misler—and no one in Atlanta had more 
friends than this popular aud wellsknown 
citizen. 

He was always in a good humor and a 
more obliging and tender-hearted man 
never lived. That his pulse is now still 
in death and his generous heart hag ceased 
to beat, is a fact too sad to be true and 
yet a fact that must be tearfully and sadly 
realized by all those who enjoyed his friend- 
ship. 

It was known to a large number that Mr. 
Miller was severely indisposed. He com- 
plained severai days ago of feeling badly, 
and was obliged to leave his post in the 
billiard room at the Kimball house. No 
one, however, had any idea that the end 
Was so near and could they have- named 
the man that death would claim with its 
icy touch that man would surely not have 
been John Miller. 

Yesterday morning his complaint assum- 
ed an aggravated form, and, the opinion is, 
he procured what he thought to be a dose 
of morphine, for the purpose of alleviating 

is sufferings. Instead of being a dose, 
however, to produce the desired effect, 
it was one that was heavily surcharged 
with death, and one from the consequences 
of which, no skill however perfect, could 
rescue the victim. 

Immediately after taking the morphine 
the evil effects.of the dose began to make 
themselves apparent, and Dr. R. H. Huzza, 
who had been an intimate friend for sev- 
eral years, was summoned in great Haste. 
As soon as Dr. Huzza arrived his skillful 


eye at once comprehended the situation, | 


and he set about to apply the necessary | 
' a wide circie of relatives and friends in this 


restoratives. The patient was too severely 
under the influence of the opiate, however, 
and continued to sink in spite of skilful 
nursing, until the end came amid the gath- 
ering shadows of the day, and his spirit 
went out into the awful gloom.

Tae d.sposition and temperament of Mr. 
Miiler- was not of that deliberative kind 
that coolly meditates self-destruction. He 
rarely gave way to melancholy and was 
naturally gay and bouyamt even when those 
about him’ were gloomy and depressed. 
Nearly every one who knew him ar all 
intimately will insist ‘that his death was 
purely acecidemtal and that such a thing. as 
taking his own life never entered his mind. 

However, that the died the vietim of bis 
own hand, whether in suicidal mood or not, 
cannot be disputed. 

Nearly everybody in Atlanta knew Joln 
Miller. He Was in the prime of life and was 
about forty years of age. He came orig- 
inally from Chaitestomn S. C., but for a 
long time had been a resident of this city. 
At the time of his death he was in 
charge of the Kimball house billiard saloon, 
where bis position brought him in daily 
contact with the patrons of that hotel. 
His geniality added much to the attractive- 
ness of the billiard rvom, and he had a 
smile and a kind word for everybody. He 
had been in charge of this department for 
seven years and could eastly have held it 
as long as he lived.

THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION, 


The Long and Short Haul Law Discussed in 
the Annual Report. 
Washington, December 3.—The following 
is a Synopsis of the seventh annual report 
of the interstate commerce commission: 
Attention is called to the peculiar office 
of common carriers and the dependence: of 


every occupation upon their facilities; the 


right of every person to receive just and 
equal treatment in all that pertains to pub- 
lic transportation, and the paramount pur- 
poses of regulating enactments to secure to 
the people the actual enjoyment of this 
right. There must be a common. public 
rate, prima facie just and reasonable, 
which measures the Jawful charges of the 
carriers. 

The enactment of the long and ‘short 
haul clause, was deemed a public necessity. 
It is nothing more than an extension to 
places of the rule forbidding unjust dis- 
criminations between: persons. The opera- 
tion of the long and short haul provision 
is stated to have been unsatisfactory under 
the construction put upon it by the commis- 
sion and accepted generally by the carriers. 
But the effect of the court ofQappeals in an 
lowa case, wherein the word “line” in the 
statute was given a wholly different mean- 
ing from that which the commission had 
held was the proper construction, has been 
startling. This court decision has been fol- 
lowed and expanded by other courts. These 
decisions hold, in effect, that one railroad 
is a line and that the same another road 
is a different line and fhat these railroads 
are still another line and so on and that 
the rates of one line are not to be compared 
with rates on another.” 

The commission holds that the word 
‘dine’? means a physical line, the tracks of 
one or more railroads, and that a line may 
be extended over other roads by simply 
connecting the tracs. It is believed that 
“tramp” vessels on the lakes, operating 
under fluctuating rates, prevent the ‘‘regu-

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The Best Income Tax. 

When Thomas Jefferson advocated an 
income tax, he sngyested a graded tax 
on large incomes. He never thought of 
taxing the net incomes of corporations 
and exempting the individual incomes 
of millionaires. 

The ways and means committee in 
favorably considering «thes proposition to 
tax the incomes of corporations runs the 
risk of adding to the burdens of produc- 
tive industry and leaving non-produciive 
wealth untaxed. Such an unjust dis- 
crimination should not be made. 

The Constitution, the original 


as in- 


come tax newspaper in this section, advo-~ 


cates a tax on individual incomes, be- 
cause it is an equitable tax—because it 
tends to equalize taxation, and because 
it is needed to make up the deficiency in 
our revenue. It is not a tax on industry 
or on capital; it is a tax on the annual 
accumulations of individual wealth. If 
we limit the income tax to corporations 
it will be felt by many comparatively 
poor people who are sharefolders in 
companies engaged in industrial enter- 
prises. The tendency would be to ham- 
per productive industry. The ecorpora- 
tions would then charge consumers more 
for their products and pay their toilers 
lower wages in order to get their tax 
money back. Many companies would, 
perhaps, retire from business rather than 
submit to this new drain on them, and 
many rich men would abandon their in- 
tention of building factories, furnaces and 
railroads, and purchase  non-taxable 
bonds, and never raise their hand to do 
anything for the upbuilding and devel- 
opment of the country. 

We do not ask for an individual in- 
come tax because it strikes the rich. We 
favor it because the government needs 
the revenue, and we see no easier and 
more equitable way of getting it than to 
require non-productive wealth toxgpay its 
just part of the burden of taxation. 
which it does not now do. We fail to see 
ANY justice in a taxing system under 
which a multi-millionaire bondholder 
With an income of $100,000 a year ean 
make his home in a hotel and pay notl» 
ing but a poll tax, while thousands of 
poor men around him pay heavy taxes on 
their real estate, their business and their 
industry, notwithstanding the fact that 
they are inereasing our productive 
veakth and giving employment to labor, 
while their privileged neighbor - never 
puts a dollar where it will drive a nail, 
develop anything or make two blades of 
grass grow where one grew before. This 
single sentence pictures the situation and 
makes the contrast so sharply defined 
that it suggests.all the argument that is 
needed to demonstrate the justice of an 
individual income tax. 

Let us hear no more of the objection 
that an income tax is class legislation. 
It would destroy the class legislation 
Which now exempts  non-productive 
Wealth and throws the whole burden of 
taxation upon productive industry. For- 
tunaiecly, many of the richest men in 


America share our views regarding this 4 


tax. They are willing to pay their just 
share of the public expenses, and have no 
desire to shirk it. 

Qur attitude towards corporations is 
well known. They should be kept Th 
their proper place, under regulations 
that will keep their power within reason- 
able bounds, and they should bear their 
proportionate share of the public burden. 
This is as it should be, but we protest 
against putting a premium: upon non- 
productive wealth and the drones who 
possess it, while their share of taxation 
is collected from men who are putting 
their money into productive industries 
that advance our civilization, prosperity 
apd bapnpiness. 

Let us have no more class favoritisin 
in the matter of taxes! 

What the country needs is fin individ- 
ual income tax! 


The Money Plethora. 

Whtat the eastern papers call the pleth- 
ora of money still continues, and we pre- 
sume The New York Journal of Com- 
merce, which is no longer edited by 
David M. Stone, will renew its sugges- 
tion that the currency ought to be con- 
tracted. 

We have already briefly discussed this 
extraordinary proposition, but we de- 
sire to keep the matter before the peo- 
ple of this section to the end that they 
may have no sort of excuse for misun- 
derstanding the well-defined and settled 
policy of the eastern interests. We need 
not say what that policy is. We have 
outlined it in these columns time and 
time again. It is a policy utterly op- 
posed to the interests of the people of 
the south and west, and, instead of repre- 
senting the body and breadth of states- 
manship, it represents only the spirit and 
animus of sectional greed. 

The movement toward New York and 
the other eastern centers of the vast vol- 
ume of idle money, shows one of the re- 
sults of the eastern financ'al policy. The 
trouble 
more disastrous than a mere,contraction 
of the currency would be. The money 
basis has been contracted, and business 
ell over the country is walting ¥. see

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| what the outcome of this contraction will 
be—is waiting, until affairs shall settle 
upon the bed rock. 

Following the contraction of the mon- 
ey basis, there has come 2 contraction, 
a tremendous contraction, of business. 
We have alluded to this as business par- 
alysis—but the phrase goes too far. All 
the energies of business are,as alert and 
as vigorous as ever. They are merely 
held in suspense until this overwhelming 
financial problem can be solved or set- 
tled. Business, instead of branching out 
and extending its field of operations, is 
working on the narrowest possible mar- 
gin. All enterprise is waiting to see what 
will be the upshot of the single gold 
standard. 


Wy 
tut there is this singular phenomenon 
to consider: While enterprise is willing 
to take risks, the owners of money are 


behind it all is something far- 


not willing*te share in the risks. Of all 
the vast volume of money now lying idle 
in the eastern banks, how much can be 
borrowed and drawn out by those who 
are willing now, as they Have always 
been, to stake their energy and their cred- 
it on the future? Not one dollar. Though 
the money is lying idle in the bank vaults 
—the accumulation in New York city 
alone representing at least five hundred 
millions of dollars—not a dollar can be 
borrowed on time at any reasonable rate 
of interest for investment in any indus- 
trial enterprise looking to the develop- 
ment of the country. Those who engage 
in such enterprises must employ their 
own capital or allow their energies to 
remain idle and unproductive side by 
side with the tremendous waste repre- 
sented by the idle labor of the country. 
To talk about contracting the currency 
in the face of such a situation as that 
which exists today is about as sensible as 
would be the suggestion to supplement 
a cholera epidemic with the contagion of 
smillpox. Weare having a taste of the 
sime stagnation that has taken posses- 
sion of the single gold standard ¢edéuntries 
of Europe. Our share of it, coming after 
several years of prosperity and business 
activity, seems to take the shape of an 
acute crisis. That is all the difference. 
Immense hoards of money are piled up 
in the financial centers of Europe and 
the stagnation of business there is even 
more inarked and widespread than it is 
here. London, Berlin and Vienna are 
rolling in money, but the people of Eng- 
land, Germany and Austria—to say noth- 
ing of Italy—are in the condition toward 
which the single gold standard is.-pressing 
our own people. We shall all find after 
awhile that the financial problem is still 
the most important question and the one 
that has the most penetrating and per- 
manent influence on the people for good 
or ill. 
ETC NE a Bee ee 
Judge Lynch's New Convert. 
Kditor Clarkson, of The Iowa State 
Register, who was Harrison’s first assis- 
tant postmaster general, has made it his 
business for years past to lecture the 
south in regard to the lynching evil. 
But men change tlreir views, 
times, When their local conditions change. 
When Editor Clarkgon was denouncing 
the southerners for lynching an occasion- 
al rapist he had not felt the touch of the

 provoeation which causes such lawless 


methods of administering justice. The 
Ottumwa case in his state has made him 
the champion of lynch law, and in an 
elaborate editorial justifying the citizens 
who rushed into a courtroom and hanged 
a rapist to the stair railing in broad day- 
light, he says: : 

Lynchings will become more numerous until 
the law, couris, jur.es and governora realize 
that justice must and shall be prompt-y meted 
out to ail criurnais. The editor of The ‘Reg- 
bier eudgeses the action of the ¢'tizens of Or- 
cYumiwa on iynehing Brute Gustafson, and will 
personaly acd in executing s.milar punishment 
for a similar most thorrib.e er.me whenever 
the occas.on and duty present themselves. In- 
necent and defenseless ch.idren andl women 
must be provected at ali hazards, 

he Ottumwa alfuir was horrible, but 
it was decidedly preferable to the recent 
lynching at Whitehall, I1l., where a piano 
tuner, accused of assaulting a little girl, 
Was mobbed and beaten and literally 
stoned to death. 

We do not care to comment on the 
lowa paper's editorial, further than to 
agree with it that speedy and certain 
justice is the best way of preventing the 
operation of lynch law. Whether Editor 
Clarkson will continue to denounce lynch- 
ing in Texas while he advocates it in 
lowa, remains to be seen. 
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Debtors in English Courts. 

An English lawyer writes to The New 
York Advertiser that it is altogether a 
inistake to suppose that debtors can be 
imprisoned in England simply because 
they owe money and fail to pay it. 

Before a debtor can be imprisoned the 
creditor must obtain a judgment against 
him. ‘Then, when the sheriff cannot 
make a levy and makes a return of 
“nulla bona,” the creditor asks the court 
for pn order requiring the debtor to pay 
by insiallments, and this order is only 
granted by the court: upon conclusive 
proof that the debtor has means. When 
this order is disobeyed the debtor may be 
imprisoned, not for debt, Dut for con- 
teinpt of eourt. 

This method is adopted in England be- 
cause without it unscrupulous men would 
purchase goods and then defy their cred- 
jtors, although they might at. the time 
have rolls of bills in their pockets. It 
is not a hard law on the workingman. 
In a case where a man’s wages will only 
support himself and his family the court 
will not order payment by installments. 
The persons who feel the effects of the 
law are generally idle members of aris- 
tocratie families who go in debt and use 
the money allowed them by their rich 
relations in dissipation. When one of 
these fellows is hauled up before a court 
at the instance of a creditor, if the tes- 
timony shows that his family supply him 
with a monthly or quarterly sum of mon- 
ey that is more than enough for his sup- 
port, he will be erdered to pay by install- 
ments or go to prison until he settles his 
debt or in some way proves that he is 
not in contempt of court.

Yes, and also I. M. Weston, 
of Grand Rapfs, Mich., who at one time was, 
if he is not still, the chairman of the demo- 
cratic state eentral comanittee of Michigan.

Ge States How the Confusion Arises Over 


Certain Issues of Ronds. 

Editor Constitution: You publish this morn. 

g an article beaded “Bonds and Bonds” 
with the letters “J. O."’ appended, 

The drticle seems to be a plea for the va- 
lidity of the state’s @ndorsement on the bonds 
of the Northeastern railroad, and for the 
payment of the Hays-Seott-Kibbee bonds. 
“J. OO. socks to show that the state's en- 
dorscment on the Northeastern railread bonds 
by Governor Colquitt rests Oh a higher jegal 
pirne than the repudiated endorsement of 
the state placed on other rakroad bonds by 
Ine under the same general poticy and author- 
ized by similar laws. This I:deny. “J. O.” 
ctes the ease of the Bainbridge, Cuthbert 
avd Columbus railroad as justifying lezisia- 
tive repudiation, The truth is, as seem* to 
have been known to “J. QO.,’’ the bonds ef 
that road never were endorsed by the state. 
The repudiation of the Bainbridge, Cuttibert 
and Columbus bonds was simply for political 
effect at a time of high political excitement. 
The following letter, from the officiai records, 
disposes of that case and relieves me, of even 
a suspicion that I would make the state lia- 
ble on $240,000 of bonds when no road had 
been built or track lacd, 

“BHxecutive Department, State of Georgia, 
August 23, 1871.—Hon, D. G. Cotting, Bec- 
retary of State—Dear Sir: As I intend to be 
west for a few weeks, and the contractors of 
the Batnbridge, Cuthbert and Columbus road 
assure me that they. will have enough of thelr 
road completed before my return to entitle 
them to indorsements, I have signed bonds of 
that company from 1 to 240. These bonds will 
not be completed until you have certified my 
signature with the state seal. | This you will 
please not do until the engineer, Colouel Tay- 
lor, makes a written report that the number 
of miles naufed in the bill have been completed 
and are in operation. Yours truly, 

“RUFUS B. BULLOCK, Governo-.”’ 

The Bainbridge, Cuthbert and Columus 
was a line of great Mnpertance to that rich 
section of our state, then without raiiroad 
faci'ities, and the people along the line had 
liberally aided the company by giving right of 
way, grading, timber, ties, etc, 
about all ready for the Iron when the con- 
tractors financially failed. The iron was not 
laid and the state’s endorsement was Bot 
executed, 

The other reference made by “J. O.*’ is the 
ease of the Cartersville and Van Wert, after- 
walids changed to the Cherokee railroad. The 
cenfusion here arose out of an endorsement 
by the state, under the authority of law, of 
bor ds under both titles, 

The second endorsement was made under 
the following official assurance from the rail- 
road corporation: 

;‘President’s Office Cherokee Railroad Com- 
pany, Atlanta, Ga., July 1871. To His Ex- 
ecellency, Rufus B. Bullock, Governor of Geor- 
gia—Dear Sir: I have the honor to inform 
you that the Cartersville and Van Wert rail- 
road, by action of its stockholders, has duly 
accepted the charter as amended by an act of 


the general assembly of Georgia, approved A.. 


PD. 1870, which said act changes the name of 
the company to the Cherokee Railroad Com- 
pany, The bonds of the Cherokee Railroad 
Company have been prepared and duly exe- 
euted by .the officers of this company: ready 
for endorsement by the state. The bonds 
issued under the title of the Cartersville and 
Van Wert Railroad Company will be with- 
drawn and canceled by tlils company. You 
will please endorse the bonds of the Cherokee 

Ratlroad Company, which IT herewith hand 
vou, at as early a day as possible, and oplige 
yours most respectfully, 

“H. I. KIMBALL, 
“President Cherokea Railroad Company, late 

Cartersville and Van- Wert Railroad Com- 

peny.”’ 

It will be observed that these were the bonds 
of the railroad corporatiom and property In 
their custody. When this company failed its 
creditors claimed to hold both sets of bonds 
as collateral, It has never been claimed that 
the state was liable beyond the one endorse- 
ment. 

Even “J. O."’ cannot be ignorant of the 
fact that this road was built. has been ex- 
tended and is now running to the great bene. 
fit of that section of our state. 

This disposes of the two cases which ‘J. 
QO." cites as rendering the endorsement of 

railroad bonds by me, under the same 
laws, less binding than the endorsement of 
my successors in office. 

Even if my acts in those cases were as in- 
famous as “J. O."’ makes them appear, how 
would it justify flat repudiation of 
the state’s endorsement placed ‘by me, 
under the authority of law, on 
the bonds of the Alabama’ = and Chat- 
tanooga road, the Brunswick and Albany 
rowd, the Macon and Brunswick road? 
~ These roads are all in operation now, and 
have been continuously since the endorse- 
rete ug were made and which are siill repudi- 
ated, 

If tue South Georgia and ‘Florida road should 
now fail what reason can “I. O.” give for 
repudiating *‘Budock’s endorsement’’ on those 
bonds? 

I have mo doubt investigation sill show that 
the yearly taxes col:ecied by the siate on the 
enhanced values of property caused by the 
construction of these railroads is larger in 
alinount than the yearly interest on their bonds 
Which we repudiated. We receive and use the 
benefits and deny the liwbilities. Is “J. O.” 
prepared to defend this condition? 

_Your editoriai of this morning, ‘‘Pay All or 
None” ipripcipal and interest of the Hars- 
Scott-Aubbee claim, is unanswerable and you 
may take it for gram:ed that Georgia will (ul- 
timately) stand by her contratts. Al old state 
bonds maturing wp to 1870-1871 were redeemed, 
pr.ucipal aid interest, under my ‘executive au- 
thori:iy. When, by the action of my succes- 
sore, the.state repudiated the accounts of ber 
financtai agent in Naw York, these bonds, so 
redeemed were s0.d by his assignee in the 
public market. But these are none the le: 
wow a just and legal claim on the state. Not 
more so, hawever, than the state bonds issued 
by me, under legislative authority, to pay for 
the executive Mansion, now occupied by bis 
excellency Governor Northen and ‘which are 
stil, repudiated. If bomds issued to raise mon- 
ey (o pay the expenses of the constitutional 
convention called under the proclamation of 
Predident Johnson in 1865 are now in the 


hands of Hhys-Seott-Kilbee umpakl they ares 


a valid claini and should be paid, principal and 
interest. But on what legal ground can: we 
pay these and stiil repudiate ocher bonds is- 
sued to pay the expenses of the constitutional 
convention caidled by the votes of the people 
in 1867 under a law of congress?

VEACH’S BANK BILL. 


Its Author Explains the Purpose of 
the Measure. 


TO GREATE STATE BANKS OF ISSUE 


ae oe 


The Provisions Under Which They May 
Obtain a Circulating Medium—Thbe Bill 
Upon Which the Substitute Is Based. 


Hon. John T. Boifeuillet, represeniative 
from Bibb, as cha:rman of the special com- 
mittee on state banks of issue, reported to 
che house oo Friday a subst.iuie for the 
bi:ls .otroduced by Representatives Colvin, of 
Richmend, and Veach, yf Bartow, to author- 
‘ge the issuance of circulatmg notes to the 
bauke and bank.ng assecianious of this siate. 
The subst.tute us known ae ihe “Ca.vin-Veach 
substitute,”’ but it is understood thai it 
practically the Veaoh be, aad ihat Mr. 
Ca_v.n wii! press before the house for passage 
a substitute for hes orig-nal b.ll as a 
stitute for the so-called “‘Calvin-Veach 
etitute.”’ The question has been made a 
special order for cons.deration im the house 
vext Tuesday morning mmmediately afier the 
reading of the journa:. 

As a matter of general interest The Consti- 
tution interviewed Mr. Veach on the 6ubject 
of his bill. 

‘What are the general features of your 
bill. Mr. Veach?’ asked The Constitution. 

“IMrst. I will say it is not the old ante- 
bellum eystem of state bamk.ng, which adowed 
an issue in bills of three times the amount 
of the specie or coins of the bank, It em- 
bod.es additional safeguards fur the security 


of 


its bills. Ss 
“The general pian of my D/‘ll is this: All 
the caphktal stock of the bank must be fucly 
paid, in iawful currency or coin of the United 
States. One-half of this must be depos.ted 
io the vaults of the bank as a fund for 
redemption of bills, and can be use@ for pe 
other purpose under penalty of imprisonment 
in the penitentiary. The other half shal: be 
invested im Un.ted States, state, county and 
municipal bonds, worth not less than par of 
their face value. These bonds are deposited 
with the state treasurer as security for the 
bills of the bank. 

“On ‘the money so deposited :n the vauits 
of the bank and the bonds deposited withthe 
state. auch bank is allowed to issue and 
cireniate bills to an amount equal to three 
times the fund required to be kept on deposit 
in the vaults of the bank. That is to aay, 
if a bank should deposit $100,000 in its own 
vaults, and also deposit with the state treas- 
urer valid bonds of the par or face value of 
$100,000, such bank would be authbor-zed ta 
yasue $300,000 of its bille. As addtional se- 
curity the stockholders are made perspnally 
liab'e in an amount equal to the:r stock In 
addition to the amount subscribed.” 

‘Ie this plan safe?’ 

“T think go. Let us see. It affords $350,000 
security for every $150,000 of bits. To iilus- 
trate: Let us say it is prope@ed to organize 
a state bank of issue on-a pad up capital of 
$100,000. Of this amount $50,000 is placed in 
the bank for the redemption of bills and the 
cashier of the bauk required to give a.bond 
with approved security for its safe keep.ng 
and exclusive use in the redempt.on. of bills; 
the remaining $50,000 is invested in good 
bonds, worth at least par, and deposited 
with the state treasurer. 

“On this seecursty $150,000 of Dil's -may be 
issued. Now what security have we for the 
redemption of ‘these bitls? Firet, we have 
$100,000 in the redemption fund in the vauts 
of the bank and the bondgdeposited weth the 
treasurer. Second, an additionai $100,000 in 
the personal liebility of stockho‘ders; aml 
third, the $150,000 in bills receivable of the 
bank he'd against the bills loaned and cir- 
culated by it. This would certainly seem tv 
be amp‘e security for the c-rculating notes, 
espec‘ally when it fis remembered tbat the 
eashier of the bank wou!d be required tt» 
give a $50,000 bond for the proper use of the 
redempt.on fund to be kept in the bank .’’ 

‘“Wouid ‘this system of state bauks add any- 
thing to the volume of our currency?’ 

“Undoubtedly it would. It will be seen 
that on an imvestment of $100,000 by any 
bank or banking association an issue of bi.ls 
to the amount of $150,000 wewd be author- 
‘zed, thus increasing the:yolume of «lite cir- 
culating medium by one-third. 

“Business men having surpus capital would 
find suffic.ent inducement under my plan to 
organize banks and invest the.r money; wiere- 
as, a plan patierned @ose'y after the national 
banking system would afford oo such induce- 
ment to capitai. f issu,

If for the privi-ege of 
ing bills I must go into the marke® and buy 
bonds, often at a premium, and then be a- 
lowed to issue iess than deliar for dolar, I 
will prefer to keep my money and bank on 
that. But if I may invest only a portion of 
my money in bonds and issue ‘lls based in 
part on bonds, in part on currency in the 
bank and in part on my credit @ a business 
man, I ean afford to invest my capital in than 
way and thereby increase the vo.ume of 
money.’ 

“Would there be any danger of foo great an 
inerease of circulation by your plan?” 

“I do not think so. The increase will come 
as the money is needed, and a decrease will 
natural.y follow when the need is over. By 
this I mean that at eertain seasons of the 
year when money is seeded to move and 
marker the crops, there is alWays a greater 
demand for a medium.of exchange, and these 
State bank bDdilis being safe will naturally be 
the source of supply, and when the crops are 
gso.d these bills will gradual:y return to the 
banks issuing them, and, hav.ng served their 
purpose, will be retired, thus expounding and 
contracting the currency as the needs of the 
country require.

This is the only clew which the officers 
ould get, and with this information they 
arted upon their quest of discovery Which, 
at an early hour this morning, had not 
‘ventuated in anything definite or satis- 
actoryi. 
How the Blood Was Found. ; 
It was 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon, and 
he night had already set in, when two 
rangers, well dressed, and to all appear- 
ces, respectable looking men, presented 
emselves at the station house. 
he night was bitterly cold and a plain- 
ye wind from the north was howling in 
e araa of the courtyard. Only two or 
ree of the oflicers on duty were present 
the station house when the two men 
tered. 
hey eyed the strangers with a look of 
uiry, not unmixed with suspicion. Then 
sty examination, however, was favorable 
the two visitors, and after a moment's 
huse the question was asked politely: 
“Well, gentlemen, what can we do for 
mu? 


hus urged, one of the two men acting 
as the spokesman for himself and his com- 
panion, stated that he had found a milk 
wagon near the corner of Edgewood ave- 
nue and Courtland street, the driver of 
which appeared to be missing. The mule 
was In a recumbent position, to give the 
1urrative substantially, when the two men 
npproached, and by the glare of the el-ve- 
ric light it was seen at a glance that the 
vagon Was omipty.

After waiting a few moments for the 
owner of the vehicle to put in his appear- 
ance, the belief was forced upon the two 
men that something was evidently wrong. 

They decided to lead the mule to the 
station house and notify the officers of 
their discovery. 

Accorlingly, in the manner described, 
they put in their appearance at the station 
house and gave their account substantiliy 
as related in this column. 

The cans were taken from the wagon 
and brought into the station house and the 
two men went on their way. 

As the light of the electric burners fell 
‘upon the tin receptacles the sign of fresh 
blood was discovered, and the officers came 
0 a hasty conclusion that foul play bad 
been committed. 

There were seven cans in the lot of vari- 
ous sizes, from one to five gallons, the 
Qargest of which was filled with milk. The 
bthers were all empty. showing that the 
Hriver had partially completed his delivery. 

Examining the wagon it was found to 
belong to W. L. Bartlett’s dairy.

Phat was the question that mystitied the 
force last night and caused a great number 
of officers to be detailed in the hope of tind- 
ing a clew to the situation. 

The wagon could not have been in the 
way of the electric car, for signs of such 
an accident would have been disclosed, and, 
besides, the wagon was too far from the 
track. 

Kvery other supposition is excluded except 
that of foul play.

If such was the case, however no report 
of #t was made at the station house, and 
the officers who were put on the search 
failed to run across the man. 

Has a crime been committed?

It 
s barely possible, for if either of the men 
mad been guilty of foul play. they wou!d

A number of parties in the neighbor- 
hood of where the wagon was discovered 
last nicht were asked if they knew any- 
thing of Bartletit’s dairy, and they replied 
ol ei search in the directory failed to 
give any direction and no one knew where 
to look for the dairy. 

If a crime has been committed it may 
have occurred on the outekirts of the city 
or in another portion of town, and the 
mule may have trotted along until he came 
to a rest at the place in which he was dis- 
covered. 

This is all that is known in the matter. 
The cans are at the station house, where 
the blood ean be «ceen. It is possible that 
developments during the day may clear up 
the mygterv. 

One thing is certain. If a crime has been 
commifted the shrewd officers will not be 
long in bringing it to light. Crimes are 
rarely committed in Atlduta without dis- 
covery. \ 

In the meantime. howevgr, all who read 
this account would like to" know the mean- 
ing of the blood on the can, and whether or 
not a tragedy has been committed.

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RAILROAD NEWS. 


The Roads Are sbrious to Run the. 


Scalpers Out of Business. 


TOMORROW THE BILL IS TO COME UP 


Some Recent ‘Movéments on the Part of 
the Roadsto Break Up the Brokerage. 
Other Railroad Talk. 


The bill now pending in the Georgia leg- 
islature locking to breaking up the business 
of raifoad ticket scalpers in this state is 
creating a great deal of talk among the 
railroad folks. 

It is understood that the measure will 
come up for a final handling in the legis- 
lature tomorrow and a desperate fight will 
be made on both sides of the fence if signs 
count for aught. 

The bill that has been introduced is in 
many respects similar to the Texas law. 
It seeks to do away with ticket scalping 
and makes a direct thrust at the ticket 
brokers doing business in Georgia. 

The arguments that have been made. be- 
fore the committee to which the bill was 
referred in the kgislature for and against 
the bill ahve been entertaining, and in some 
particulars carried a smack of the sensation- 
al with them. For instance, one of the 
arguments on behalf of the ticket brokers 

ras that the railroads are themselves in- 
terested in the business and do not want to 
see the businesg of the scalpers destroyed. 
This argument is the talk among the prom- 
inert railroad men with headquarters in 
Atlanta. 

It is said to be true that sometimes a 
weak line in competition with a strony r 
one will encourage. the scalping business oy 
allowing the use of its tickets to the scalper 
tu ..t the traffic for its line even at the 
wondrously cheap rates the scalper may see 
fit tu put on the tickets. 

While this may have been practiced at 
times by some of the weaker lines it cer- 
tainly is not the common practice aud the 
railroad men are loud in their denunciations 
of such methods. 

It is very well understood by all who 
have been familiar with the movements of 
the railroad authorities for the past few 
months that quite a strong sentiment 1s 
developing against the business of the ticket 
brokers and many an effort has lately been 
made by the Southern Passenger Associa- 
tion soking to the destruction of that busi- 
Ness. 

At the recent meeting of the association 
in New York quite a good deal was said 
in the discussions of this problem about 
putting a stop to the issuing of stopover 
privileges, which have always given the 
ticket scalper such advantages over a rail- 
road. There was a strong tendency to 
pass’ some such a law as would require a 
passenger to go through on his straight 
ticket when he purchased it for a stipu- 
lated point at a reduced price. 

In order to do this it was necessary to 
pass a law at the same time forbidding 
baggage to be rechecked on a different line 
for the point of destination named in the 
ticket from the line that first sold the ticket. 
Tourists sometimes buy a long ticket at 
cheap prices and as the rules now stand 
they can top at an intermediate point and 


-hold their baggage there, rechecking it on 
‘the line from the stop over to the destina- 


tion. This practice threw a vast iot of 
tickets in the hands of scalpers, playing 
right into their hands. 

Nothing definite was done by the South- 
ern Passenger Association accoinplishing 
this reform, however, but the matter is 
still pending before the association and 
may come up for settlement at the next 
meeting. 

It is certainly a fact that the association 
has made up its mind to do away with 
ticket sealping if it possibly can. It is 
going to try a hand at the business what- 
ever the Georgia legismture may do. The 
Tecent saw putting a stop to the issue of 
unlimited tickets was a direct thrust at the 
brokers. Tickets without a limit could be 
procured on all sides by ticket brokers and 
were good any time after sold until present- 
ed] to the conduetor, thus making it a per- 
fectly safe trade for the brokers to. buy up 
all the tickets of this kind they could find. 
The new rule has already taken effect and 
there is no such thing as an unlimited tick: 
et sold in the offices of the roads composing 
the association now. 

All of these things show that the rail- 
roads are fighting the ticket brokers, sea‘p- 
ers and ‘“‘go-betweens” that take from them 
their rightful patronage. 

The Cueen Empresa. 

The proposed race from Chicago to New 
York between the Empire express and one 
drawn by the British locomotive, “Queen 
Empress,” did not. come otf, because the 
British engineer declined to race the 
“Queen Empress” on her first trip. The 
British engine was never fired up until 
Wednesday morning last, and it was claim- 
ed that it would not be fair for the “Queen 
Iismpress’” to enter a race without being 
broken in by ectual service. Nevertheless 
on its first trip the British engine several 
times made sixty miles an hour. Whether 
the American engines ean make good the 
American claim that the vankee build is 
preferable to the British one still remains 
to be seen: but it is certain tht few en- 
gines built on this side can come out of the 
shop and do such work on their trial trip as 
has béen done by the “Queen Empress.”

Is Generally Discussed by Politicians 
* and People. 


FOUR GEORGIA CONGRESSMEN TALK 


And Gallant Joe Wheeler, of Alabama, 
Adds Gis Voice—Stewart Woodson 
and Anthony Murphy’s Opinion. 


The action of the committee on ways and 
means, so announced, to exeuipt from tax- 
ation individual incomes and place instead 
a tax upon the net incomes of corporations 
continues to call forth comment on all sides. 

It was the general subject of conversa- 
tion Saturday throughout the city. In 
the lobbies of the hotels anl capitol, groups 
of politicians could be seen earnestly dis- 
cussing and arguing the probable effect of 
the proposed bill. And so in the offices of 
the principal firms and corporations through- 
out the city, more than casual notice was 
given to this new turn of affairs. 

kKour Congressmen ialk. 

Four of the elven Georgia congressmen % 
were in Atlanta Saturday. 

Judge John W. Maddox, of the seventh; 
Charley Moses, of the fourth; Thomas Q. 
Luwson, of the eighth, and Tom Cabaniss, 
from the sixth, were all here. And Gen- 
eral Joe Wheeler, “the war horse of Ala- 
bam,’’ was here, too. These gentlemen left 
for Washington Saturday night and will 
be on time when the house is called-to or- 
der this morning. 

During the day each congressman ex- 
pressed his views to a Constitution repor- 
ter in regard to the action of the ways 
and me:uns committee in placing taxation 
upon corporations, and giving immunity to 
persona’ and individual incomes. It is a 
fact worthy of pre-eminent notice that 
not one of the five congressmen favored the 
arnounced action of the ways and means 
committee, and doubly notable is it when 
their criticism of the proposed exemption 
of individual incomes is taken into consid- 
eration,

Maddox on the Matter. 

“My pronounced opinion,” remarked Judge 
Maddox, “is that if the bill framed by the 
committee contains this feature, namely, 
the taxation of corporations, it will be an 
action unjust, unwarranted and obnoxious. 
Without going into the details, I can well 
see where it would be a blow to industry. 
I see.” continued the judge, “in various 
newspapers that Cleveland’s edict has gone 
out against the tax on individual incomes 
and that he has taken it unto himself to 
put his foot down on any action of the 
committee on this line. This is wrong, 
very wrong,” said the judge with emphasis. 

“The president should not interfere in 
matters of this kind, and if -he has any 
views to express, any opinions to air, or 
any suggestions to make, let them come 
through his message. ‘This, and this omy, 
is the proper channel. What is congress 
going to do? Well, I can’t say Just yet. 
Of course the tariff will be the first thing 
to occupy the attention of the house. What 
will come next, if anything, this term, I 
won’t venture to say.”

The house will speedily 
dispose of the tariff question, but the sen- 
ate, you know, has a reputation like en- 
nyson’s ‘brook.” 

Mr. Cabaniss said that he would not oc- 
cupy his oid quarters in Washington, but 
as yet, hadn’t definitely decided where he 
woukd stop.

Several prominent business men also eX- 
pressed themselves in regard to the matter 
and the emphatic tone in which their opin- 
ions were given, told their enthusiasm, Said 
Mr. Stewart Woodson, the well-known 
wholesale merchant and president of the 
Chamber of Commerce: “kt would be class 
legislatiow of the most extreme nature, 
if such became a law.

Mr. G. T. Dodd expessed himself ve- 
hementlhy. “It is,” he said, ‘‘an outrage! 
a burning shame; and. every true citizen | 
should feel outraged at the prospect of 
such a bill becoming a’ hw.” 

Mr. Anthony Murphy: “The idea of the 
committee, and of Mr. Cleveland, as report- 
ed, seems to-be to pile wp more taxation on 
active capital, while stil relieving idle capi- 
tal of all burdens. The man who invests 
his $100,000 in mills, banks or developing 
enterprises, giving employment to men, 
and feeding women and children, is to be 
taxed on his mecome; but the coupon clipper 
in Boston and New York, who leans out 
money at usurious rates, is to be free from 
all molestation. The tendency of all bus- 
ness as toward corporaitions and partner- 
ships, and to impose new taxes on them is 
to-imecrease the burdens of business. The 
mugwump coupon clipper, however, is to | 


be comfortably protected at the expense of 
the man who works hard. That is not 
the kind of income tax the people want. 
They want an income tax that will reach 
Isoder Strauss, that will compel Van Alen | 
to contribute to the support of the govern- 
ment, and that will reach the Goulds, the 
Benediets and such people.”

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“WHAT ABOUT IT? 


Is There Any Definite Meaning to the 
Term Heart Failare ? 


PROMINENT PHYSICIANS SAY NOT. 


Members of the Board of Health Think It 
Should Be Knocked Out of Death 
Certificates. 


Of late years there has been an increas- 


ed use of the general term, “heart fail- | 
ure,” by physicians, especially in death | 


certificates. 


The boards of health of many of the | 
larger cities have tabooed the word except | 


when a showing is made that it should be 
used in its proper sense, though where its 
proper sense begins is with the first cause 
or specific disease, known or unknown to 
the attending physician. 

There is something about the usage of 
the term “heart failure’ that smacks of 
coroners’ juries and the like. The board of 
health of Atlanta, while it nas allowed 


certificates giving the cause of death as 
“heart failure’ to be accepted has never 


sanctioned the use of it. It is very poss] 
that at the next meeting of the board 
health some move may be taken in the di- 
rection of abolishing this nearly meaning- 
less and certainly unscientific, if the evi- 


dence of Atlanta’s best pbysicians is to 


be considered, method of getting around 
ignorance. 

The members of the board of health are 
all against the use of the term, and many 
of the physicians feel the same way about 
it. Some say that it is merely a means of 
hiding ignorance of the real cause, and 
that it would be more honest 
to come out and say cause unknown. AS 
a matter of fact, in ninety-nine cases out of 
100, “heart failure’ means nothing more 
nor less than death itself, being in part, 
and along with death, the direct result or 
effect of some antecedent cause, known 
or unknown. That the extensive usage 
which this term has acquired of late inter- 
feres with vital statistics to a great ex- 
tent is absolutely certain. It is to be under- 
stood, of course, that there is a distinction, 
clean and clear-cut, between “heart fail- 
ure” and heart disease. “Heart failure,” 
like death, muy be the result of any dis- 
ease that leaves a patient in that condition 
where he is too weak to longer retain a hold 
on life; in other words, to say that a per- 
son died from want of breath would be 
just as scientific. Heart disease, though, 
may be resultant from valvular affection 
of the heart, from muscular relaxation 
and other causes, known directly to the 
medical world under some specific name. 

thairman ot the Hoard of Health. 

One of the best known and thorough 
practitioners in the city is Dr. J. F. Al- 
exander, chairman of the board of health. 
When he was asked about the meaning 
and legitimate use of the term “heart 
failure,’ he said: 

“When a physician doesn’t know the pre- 
cise cause of death heart failure is the 
name he gives it. Heart faiiure means 
death. It is death. I do not think that it 
should be permitted on death certificates, 
as it is not a proper cause. It doesn’t give 
the specific disease.” 

secretary J.C. Avary, of the Board. 

The secretary of the board of health, 
Dr. J. C. Avarys was much of the same 
opinion as Dr. Alexander. 

“It is a meaningless term,” said Dr. 
Avary, “and am rather of the opinion 
that its use is too frequent. There should 
be a statement of a more specific cause; 
or rather, some cause, for heart failure is 
YY per cent times a direct effect.” 

lbr. Floyd McRae’s Views on It. 

Dr. McRae, who is a member of. the 

board of health, is one of the most liberal 


lanta can boast of. “Heart fajlure.” said 
he, smiling when his opinion was s@ught 
in regard to that phrase, “there is no such 


disease as heart failure. It is simply a mild |

“The of the term, heart failure,” 
said Dr. Wiliam P. Nicolson, a physician 
Who has rapidly forced to the front until 
he stands in the front rank as a surgeon, 
“Is very unscientific, but sometimes we 
are forced to do it, though not as often, I 
should think, as I hear it is done.

I believe that 
was a case of heart failure. I think that 
the board of health should regulate or mod- 
ify the use of the general term. heart fail- 
ure.”

“Heart failure, as the term is most fre 
queaty used by many doctors, means noth- 
dive, said Dr. 41. H. Heugee. “That ia 
in the direction of a specific cause, for 
it does mean that the heart stopped beat- 
dng probably before breath gave out.

Dr. Earnest replies to the criticism of Dr. 
Alexander, of the board of health, with ref- 
erence to the general charge that he refuses 
to work in harmony with the board. 

The complaints made by Dr. Alexander 
at the méeting of the board of health con- 
Veying, as it seemed, some bitterness, have 
caused much comment amoug the medical 
men of the city, which was but slightly al- 
layed by the card of explanation and modi- 
fication pdblished by Dr. Alexander in yes- 
terday’s Constitution. 

Dr. Earnest, when asked if he had any- 
thing to say in regard to the recent stric- 
tures upon him by the president of the 
board ot health, said:

“As to the scarlet fever outbreak at the 
Jennie D. Inman. orphanage, 1 plead guilty 
to the charge of violating the law, as 1 did 
not know that there was a law requiring 
contagious diseases to be reported to the 
board of health. I understand that the 
law Was passed in June, but, for some rea- 
son, seems to have received very slight 
pwhlicity, as I have -had severa) of our 
most prominent physicians to tell me that 
they did not know of the change in the law 
until this affair was published. I am 
creditably informed that the honored presi- 
dent of the board of health was only in-

the old law | reported all cases promptly 
to the superintendent of public schools when 
there were any school children on the 
premises. 

“I did not report these cases to him for 
the reason that ali of the children are 
taught in the home by private teachers.

“As to the fhanagement of the cases at 
the orphanage: If there was anything done 
there that was not by my suggestion I 
am not aware of it and did not know that 
the board had been apprized of the state 
of affairs until [.saw the statement in The 
Constitution. No member of the board 
of health was at the orphanage at apy time 
during the prevalence of the fever. We 
were -fortunate in having at the head of 
affairs over there Miss Hunter, one of the 
best trained nurses in the country. 

“It is to be hoped that this little muss 
will not be altogether unprofitable as _ it 
will at least acquaint the profession with 
the existenee of the law requiring them to 
report contagious diseases to the board of

SILVER TONGUES: 


Georgia Statesmen Who Possess Members 
of That Variety. 


SOME OF THE ODDITIES OF DEBATE. 


The Personal Appearance and Pet Idiosyn- 
cracies of the Legislators W bo Have 
Been Prominent This Session, 


It is said that oratory is a lost art and 
there is some truth in the assertion. If 
not lost it is becoming so. ,The public has 
no longer its old veneration for mere ab- 
stract gift of speech and great speech- 
makers are no longer the idol of the hour 
as they were in the days of Stephens, 
Toombs, Clay, Calhoun, Webster and half 
a hundred more of glorious memory. 

The argument that there are no more 
great orators is beside the mark. The 
‘supply has fallen off with the waning of 
the demand. There is very little oratory 
nowadays in the courts. The brainiest 
advocates have drifted into lines of practice 
that offer better pay—the drawing of briefs 
and giving advice to corporations. Verbal 
pyrotechnics have ceased to pay. 

-The fact of the matter is that it is 
chiefly in legislative bodies that oratory 
has Made its last stand. In the general 
assemblies of the stutes great speeches are 
still heard now and then and great speak- 
ers still win recognition and applause. 

The present session of the Georgia legis- 
yature has offered very little opportunity 
for speech making, although should the oc- 
casion arise there are men who are ainply 
able to cope with it. 

In this connection a brief survey of the 
mannerisms of the leaders of debate in the 
house (which is naturally the oratorical 
branch of the assembly) may not be without 
interest. The most conspicuous figure on 
the floor this session is probably Mr. Flem- 
ing, Of Richmond. He is a ready and for- 
cible speaker and although his~ voice is 
neither deep nor musical he uses it with 
singular skill. Mr. Fleming is tall and 
stender. When he rises to talk he buttons 
up his long frock coat, pulls down his cuffs 
aod steps into the aisle with the air of a 
man who means business. 

_ Then he launches out in good, sound Eng- 
lish, beginning at the beginning and build- 
ing up his argument tier on tier with the 
certainty of caretul preliminary preparation. 
This makes him a formidable antagonist. 
Mr. Fleming resorts to no oratorical trick- 
ery and few flights of fancy. His favor- 
ite gesture is a full arm swing. At the 
beginning of a sentence he will staft to 
slowly raise his right arm. At the climax 
‘his clenched fist is pointing to the dome. 
Then he drives the point home by bringing 
it dgwn with a sharp sweep. 

Cownel Bacon, of Bibb, has done very lit- 
tle speaking this session. He likes to 
stand between two desks.sv that he can 
rest his knuckles on one, and leaning slight- 
ly forward, he says his say {in slow, im- 
pressive sentences suggesting great reserve 
force. When he wishes to be emphatic 
he extends his right arm -from the elbow 
and saws the air with his outstretched 
hand, the motion growing more and moré 
rapid as he approaches the point. If inter- 
rupted he akways stops instantly, even if in 
the midde of a word. “May I ask the 
gentleman a question?’ says somebody. 
“Certainly, sir” says the colonel, making 
abow. Sometimes he adds, “with pleas- 
ure.”’ When he speaks he ’is always cer- 
tain of attention. 

An jnteresting talker js M . Allen, of 
Upson. Mr. Allen chas a bong. luxuriant 
beard, which reaches nearly to his waist 
and he wears the regulation, closely but- 
toned frock coat ofa. statesman, .~When 
he becomes absorbed in his address he 
places a hand on each thip and throws his 
elbows back. Then he leans forward, his 
beard hanging straight down, and hurts 
his climax at his hearers. At other times 
Mr. Allen gesticulates freely with both 
arms, nid although ‘he is a very forcible 
and emphatic speaker, he usually wears a 
half smile that robs his remarks of any 
bitterness. 

Mr. Candler, of DelXalb, is a rare_good 
type of the old-time Georgia orator. He is 
a man who could stir the masses from the 
stump and make things lively at the hus- 
tings. Nature has favored him. He has 
a strong, rugged face and deep-set, fiery 
eves under a shock of tumbled+ iron gray 
hair. When he talks he can soar way up 
on the wings of a metaphor or he can as- 
gime that pleasant conversational delivery 
that seems addressed to each of his hear- 
ers individually. As far as style is concern- 
ed, he throws conventions to the winds 
und sometimes his gestures are a little 
queer, but they are always expressive. In 
speaking he never stands still but paces 
nervously up and down the center aisle. 

Speaker Atkinson is best described as a 
fiery talker. He earnest, intense, dra- 
matic. Launching boldly into. his subject 
he leans forward, and speaking with great 
rapidity, he winds up each of his sentences 
with an impassioned climax. A favorite 
gesture of his is to raise his right arm in 
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his, head, bring it down upon his left palm. 
All his speeches have been short this ses- 
sion for the reason tha in his present 
health his nervous energy soon wears out 
his voice. 

A speaker who has a distinctively orig- 
inal style of his own is Mr. Short, of 
Marion. He made his first speech of any 
length last Saturday. He walks up and 
down in the vacant space before the seats, 
and, as he approaches each particular 
point in his address-he raises his voice and 
lowers his body. This latter he accom- 
plishes by bending his knees until.his chin 
is nearly on a level with the tops of the 
desk. When he reaches the dimax he sud- 
denly springs up. The effect is startling. 
Mr. Short has a good, strong voice, and 
he is unsparing with his: gestures. 

Another original speaker is Mr. Branch, 
of Columbia. He usually begins With a 
certain ‘hesitancy, but when he warms up 
he sails on smoothly enough. He em- 
phasizes his argument by pointing his out- 
stretched forefinger at the members, and 
he frequently moves both hands in flour- 
ishes im the air. Mr. Branch doves not 
move about when he talks. but stan 
directly behind his desk. Tf he happens to 
be somewhere ese when something comes 
up upon which ‘he desires to be heard he 
first goes over to ‘the desk and then be- 
gins his remarks. 

Mr. Sears, of Webster, has made a num- 
ber of speeches, and good wnes, too. He 
stands in the middle aisle and his favorite 
posture is with one band under his coat 
tails and the other extended palm out- 
ward toward the house. When he is ques- 
tioned by some wne he puts his hands on 
his ‘hins and glares at the intérrupter over 
the top of his spectacles. When he warms 
up Mr. Sears gesticulates freely and often 
ruses both hands above tis ‘head while he 
ufters some specially energetic sentence. 

Mr- Boifeuillet, of Bibb. is ai graceful 
speaker and has a solic academic style of 
oratory. He uses a great many ¢hest 
tones, but his voice never shows any signs 
of breaking or weakening. If there are
